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Ti^e assurances against invasion which this government under- 
took to give in\my letter of October Z7th are governed by certain 
carefully stated conditions which are well understood by the Soviet 
Government. These conditions are that offensive weapons systems 
should be removed from Cuba ^nd that there should he appropriate 
observation, supervision, and safeguards to make sure that they have 
gonfi ar. J T at no more come back, T he a^e _X£>n dilions iia.ve_.uot yet been 
met, and in th^ir absence there cannot be any formal assurances 
under the terms of the letter of October 27th.
